Thaea dociunants obviously have diract bearing upon the future agant re- 
cruitment program <d DO/DOB and have an inamadiata ii^act on the 
outstanding, rac«oitiy re-afifllrmad. _g«wAramaat s levied by EE Division 
on DOB for recruitment of Albanians, Bulgarians and Rumaaisns to 
satisfy JCS requirements wU«h have been accepted by CIA. 

Z, As you are aware, BO/DOB Is re-dlreetiag its recruitment 
efforts and ra-asseseing the eapabilittes of its reserve corps to meat cold 
war contingency situatiens which might involve covert CIA action. Not- 
withstandiag this ra-diraction. until ^a basic policy considerations raised 
in reference ^')and die various andorsanMsnts thereto are resolved, DO/DOB, 
unless direemu odterwise, has no altarnativa but to proceed with its efforts 
to satisfy EE's requirements for the Soutibaast European area. 

3. At this late date, we would like to comment on several of the points 
raised in reference and the eomments submitted by other CS components 
thereon. Some of these papers refer to the fact that the WUDEPOT externally 
held agents are not sufRciaatly current with local conditions in the areas for 
wMch they were recruited. With the greater freedom of travel afforded by 
present policies of Uie Soviet Bloc governmmits, we beUeve that SR and EE, 
in eon^unetton with DC / DOB, should coaslder the f easibility of dispatching 
some of our external agents to their '^target cmintries" as tourists. SOD in 
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ita earlier ’’Review' oi Prelects wfaleh R 0 »p&nd to JCS Ae^ptlremeidts or Stay- 
Beldaid ’* 4ate4 17 February 17b4 ms4e tMs same reeammendattiim with regard 
te NE ageate trataed by WOBEPOf. tJndor yreseid elreumstaacee» le§^c 
of SOB's recommeadatlMa with regard to &e N£ area might very well ap|»ly 
to eertala of the Eure^eaa Satellites sad, imhsied, to the USSR Itsell or at 
least to eetlaha Reyiy^cs such as iotmor Baitte eomitries which were 
absorbed fate gie 178SR. tf fids idea has any merit* we feel that Bu«3k nds- 
slmts shoold be purely lor famtUarisatloa pui^l^oses aad that ae elaadeetlae 
assigamaat should be eoaxuteted ^erewl^ 

4. Certaitt td the papers relafiag to refertmce(i^ allude te latoraal 
ageots aad fiui possUdldty of their ufiUaallea la respease to eertaia JCS 
reqairemante. Whfia we have ao specific haowlsdge of the eamlMHr or hsea- 
tioas of fi^esa agaats* it dees occur to us thsd coaaldorattea should bo gtvma 
te their posaible use as coutacta for eaieraaUy held WU0EPOT pscFSoaaol ia 
hot or liadted war simafioas. Such use would obdously have aa a^aet tm our 
declaims r^ardlag file iubare of the WUBEFOT program evea on the basts <d 
its iaittad eoacspt* i> e. » to meet JCS aseda. 

5. Seme cmametd was made wi^ regard to refer«aee(^ as to fius 
feasibility td G3A's r<diaaidsMag to JCS reapoasibility for recruitlag exter- 
aaily held asseto for hot war use ia the eveid CIA coaelnded fiiat fids was ae 
tormier feafiMa or wi&ia its capabilities. We would stroagly ^pese such a . 
recommeoidatleii because it lae^tsJdy would lead to a caafUet between such 
a BOD effort and the re-dlreeted recrultmaat for DO/DOS.
